The Earl of Angleſcy Keeper of your Majeſties Privy:Seal, ( miſlead 
by an ill prelident admitted ) moſt humbly repreſents. 


Hat having this Eghteenth day of Fune, received in Bed, 
where he had continued for above a Month laſt paſt, ve- 
ry much afflicted with the Gout, and ' deprived of the uſe of 
Hands and Leggs, and by reaſon of Pains and Sickneſles getring 
little reſt, which he hath reaſon to believe was: well-known to 
the Duke of Ormozd, your Majeſties Order in Council of the 
Seventeenth, with a Copy of the Repreſentation of the ſaid Duke an- 
nexed, and Commend to attend your Majeſty in Council on Fry- 
day next, at Three of the Clock in the Afternoon at white-Hall, 
which he reſolves by Gods Blefling to do it he ſhall be in a Ca-

juſtly dealr with therein, and the 7r:þ foul Cauſe profeſſedly juſti- 
fied, though the moſt Execrable Rebellion that ever was in rhe 
World ; the Earl coald notzdigeſt the ſame, but upon a bare Old 


' Memory without help of Writings or Notes, immediately pur pen to 
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paper and the Eighth of Fuly wrote a Letter to the ſaid Earl of 
Caſtlehaven, which he believes his Lordſhip hath yet to ſhew,tho' 
when it appeared afterwards in print, about Oober,1680, one was 
ſent to his Loidihip taking-Notice thereof, and asking him whar 
he had done with the ſaid Letter, who then Confelled he had lent 
it to a Friend, but he would recover it again. The Letter be- 
ing thus Printed, the Duke of 0r7m07d had ſoon fight of it, for in 
his Letter t0*the Earl of Azg/eſey of November the 12th. 1681,he 
takes Notice: th#t he had een it a Year before, and writes his 
Pleaſure of it fo Satirically, that the ſaid Earl returned his An-

plaint made;to” your Majeſty, which he humbly ſubmits whether 
it: be fit to.-be received or proceeded upon in Council, after fo open 
a litigation: thereof in. Print, wherein the {aid Duke had appealed 
to.the People, and accuſed .the Earl with as much Acrimony 'as it 
was poſſible for:the Duke's ſharp Pen to do, it being as the ſaid Earl 
conceives, . belaw the dignity of Your Majeſty andthe Board, 'after 
the Duke has proceeded io far in a private Quarrel of his own ma- 
kins, witholit! Succeſs, ( and that thoſe the Duke had appealed to 
leemed generally ſatisfied that rhe Earl had fully Vindicated him- 
ſelf trom che Aſperſions laid upon him by the Duke's ſaid Letter)
